5th woman claims

GOP senator urges

WASHINGTON — Amid new 
allegations that Alabama Senate 
candidate Roy Moore molested 
teenage girls decades ago, GOP 
leaders intensified their calls 
Monday for him to quit the race, 
even threatening to expel Moore 
if he wins. 

The accusations against Moore 
have thrown the GOP into a crisis, 
splintering the party and risking 
defeat in the Dec. 12 special elec- 
tion, for which polls show De- 
mocrat Doug Jones now has a

How to communicate 
better at top of goals

Orlando Internationaľs director 
acknowledged Monday that the 
airport needs to look at its commu- 
nications procedures after it re- 
sorted to using bullhorns Friday 
night to try to quell the chaos 
caused by a passenger’s smoking 
electronics battery. 

“We had people with bullhorns 
that were trying to get the message 
across,” director Phil Brown said. 

Brown said the airport will look 
at using electronic billboards, a 
very loud announcement system 
tied to the airport’s fire alarm and 
other means to better communi- 
cate the status of an emergency. 

Nearly 8,000 passengers were 
scheduled for outbound flights be- 
tween 5 p.m., when the incident 
occurred, and 9 p.m., when the 
airport was gradually restoring op- 
erations. 

Brown said the Greater Orlando 
Aviation Authority, police, federal 
security agents and airlines held a 
“hot wash,” or debriefing, to evalu- 
ate how the airport could have 
dealt better with an otherwise in- 
nocuous event that triggered pan- 
demonium and left crowds of jit- 
tery fliers stranded for hours. 

Transportation Security Ad- 
ministration spokeswoman Sari 
Koshetz said Monday her agency’s 
experts examined the device that 
burned and identified it as a “Rasp- 
berry Pi” a compact computer that 
was “augmented” by a lithium bat- 
tery. 

Neither airport nor police offi- 
cials would identify the airline pas- 
senger Monday, and Brown said no 
criminal charges were expected. 

Thousands of passengers had to 
be re-screened because 
unchecked fliers had fled to se- 
cure, or what TSA refers to as 
“sterile,” areas. 

Ricardo Perez, an Army veteran 
and 15-year TSA lead officer, was 
working with a canine unit when 
he heard a scream.

Orlando could soon allow 
bed-and-breakfast-style room 
rentals in most residential 
areas, as the city continues to 
grapple with how to regulate 
Airbnb and other similar on- 
line services. 

Though hundreds of Or- 
lando listings can be found on 
sites such as Airbnb, VRBO and 
HomeAway, the city considers 
short-term rentals of fewer 
than 30 days a code violation in 
neighborhoods. Violators are 
typically cited only when com- 
plaints arise. 

But city planners have pro- 
posed a change that would let 
homeowners rent out space for 
short-term stays, but only ifthe 
owner is living on the property 
at the time, which the city calls 
a “hosted rental.” 

For example, a homeowner 
could rent out a room, garage
